FROM GENERAL POPE'S ARMY. 

Gen. Pope reports anotber cavalry enterpriso by 
tion of Gen, King’s forces. An expedition ret 
from Frederickeburg on the 22d, The next 
ning they defeated 100 Rebcl cavalry near 
1 Cburcb, on the telegraph rond from Bred- 
keborg to Ridsmovd, burned their camp and six 
Joads of corn, and broke np the Gordonayille tele- 
ph, Wibin an boor a large body of Stuart's 
alry came’np to attack them, and were defosted, 
en acrosa the North Anna River, aud purened to 
‘hin rigot of Hanover Junction. Several priconere, 
@arge number of horses, avd maoy arms, were 
Broght back, A march of 70 miles, and the encoun- 
teand defeat of two bodies of Rebel cavalry, were 
agomplighed in 29 hours, without the lose of a mun. 


LA reconncitering force, commanded by Gen. Gib- 
bas, and consisting of two regimente of his brigade, 
op of Gen. Patrick's brigade, two battalions of cav- 
aly—one from the Harris Light Cavalry and ove 
fram the Indiana Cavalry, with a battery of artil- 
ley, all belooging to Gen. King’s divieion, pushed 
ow from Fredericksburg in the direction of Gordons- 
Yillo on Friday of Inst week, and retarned on Satarday 
night. They advanced within nine or ten miles of Gor- 
Aouiville, und nearly to Orange Court-Hoose which 
‘Wis occupied by # much superior force of the enemy. 
Hiving discovered this fact, aud baying secured 
the object of the reconnoirsance, tho oxpedition 
relarned botly pursued by @ hostile force of cavalry, 
which attacked the rear guard reverni times, but was 
repulsed on exch cccasion with lose, We hear of uo 

Toes on our side, 


—Gen. Pope han issued an order putting a poremp- 
fory top to the business of guarding private prop- 
erty, Loyal Gr Rebel. He advances the rofrezhing 
Dit of common sence that soldiers aro employed to 
fight tho enemy and not to protect their henroosta 

—The Richmond pepers announce the capture of 8 
Licutendnt and six soldiers of the Union cavalry 
force that recently destroyed the railroad dopot and 
track at Beaver Dam. 

—We learn from Gen, Pope's army that in conse- 
guence of ‘the firing upon bis orderlies by guerrillas, 
ho bad arreated ojght Virginians, whom, we pre- 
sume, are beld as hostages for better bebavior. 

—Gen. Bunks'e corps is cligibly encamped in a 
woll-watered and fertile location, The whole army 
is unxionely awaiting orders for a forward move- 
ment, ‘They are in the best of spirits. 


Ik in etated that Gon. Pope's recent orders have. 
fiaticréd the traitors considerably. Nearly every 
mon in the Warrenton region bus esvorn fealty to 
the Sothern humbng. Rather than revoke their 
swear, they prefer to go South with their Lares and 
Pevatez. There will, be no tears sbed, unless by 
covert traitors, at their expatriation. Thirty of 
the leading Rebel of Frederickeburg baye goue 
to Richmond with their familie, and others aro pre- 
paring to follow. 

—Gen. Sigel has issued an order, requiring all 
absentecs whvee farlougbs have expired, and all con- 
Valescents who are able, to join their regiments im- 
medistoly, on pain of being treated us desertere. 


—The Rebel Gen. Ewell is reported to be in force 
from Orage Court-House, through Gordonsville to 
Btutnardsville. His troopa are estimated at from 
20,000 to 30,000 men.

—All the disloyal men in Luray, Virgioia, were 
arrested on Tuceday under General Pope's order, 
and Joéked up in the Couri-Honge, where the oxth 
‘will bo administered. A number had previously left 
tp join the guerrillas on the Shenandoah. 

A portion of Gen, Sigel’s advance occupied 
Magison Cour!-Honse, Virgivis, on Saturday lust, The 
troops were enbsisting off the enemy, according to 
Gen. Pope's orders, All the inbabitanta were 
Rebels, and proposed to desolate the country, and 
eave it eooner than submit to the lawful Govern- 
meat a 

—Gen, Pope's arrival at Warrenton on Taosday, 
exeated great commotion among tbe Rebels, They 
fare dstermined to romain, yet refuse to take the 
‘oath, feeling sure that Gev. Pope dare not carry ont 
his orders, It ia more than probable that they will 
Bo diseppointed, Our men are collecting all the 
able-bodied slaves, and setting them to work upon 
the rilroads und for the Quartermasters, 

—Lol, Lloyd of the 6th Obio Cavalry, command- 
ingat Luray, in pursuance of Gen, Pope's order, 
hw arrested all the male inbubjtants of the town, 
ad lodged them in the Court-Honse, preparatory to

—The schooner Lonisa Reever, containing 4,000

—The Richmond papers nro publishing lista of

~The Rebel report of the battle of Seven Pines is 
fost issued, It claims tho capture of 10 canuon, 6,000 
mukels, one garrison end four regimental colors, 
tents, and camp equipage. They admit a loss of 
abont 4,300, but add, 08 4 cataplaem, that the Union 
Woes exceeded 10,000, 

—Nine buvdred wounded and paroled prioners ar- 
rived at McClellun’s Heidquarters on Friday lust 
from Richmond, and left the eame day for Northern 
hospital. 

—The Raw-Head and Bloydy-Bonos of the Rebel 
Army, Stovewall Juckson, wis recently, wocording to 
the correspondent of the Assochted Press, on the south 
side of the Jumes River, alyve Peterebarg, with 
70,000 men, The day before bo Yasin the Shenasdoah 
region with 50,000; to-morrow. ho will be oa the 
Potowao or the Delaware, or pichaps the Hotsou, 
with a million or two. Thore havébeen more sen. 
sation lies about Jackeon than abocg all the otber 
Rebel generals together. It would be refrething to 
havo a fow words of truth now and then, if aly by 
way of cenzoning. 

—How the Government protects loyal mp is 
aptly illustrated by advicee from Fortress Mokoe, 
whieh ray thaton Thursday ight, {4th ult., acompny 
of Rebel cavalry came down on Gloucester Point, \p~ 
posite Yorktown, carried off alot of contrabany, 
nd forced into the Rebel army all the inbabitary 
found ther capable of bearing arms. They the\ 
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sot fire toa lot of ebip-timber, and, with their tro- 
phies, took their departare, Rebel cavalry are 
duily prowling ubout thut region, seckiog plander 
and preesing into the Rebel service all men they 
Wink can be of use to them. 

—At Richmond the Rebels aro building three iroo- 
clad ganboats. One, the * New Merrimac " ispearly 
completed, and ready for the guns to be pat op board. 
Another, culled the Ludy Davis," is now being 
irop-clad, wud the third one is on the stocks, not so 
far advanced. 

—It is reported, from covers) sources, that on the 
arrival of Gen, Hulleck at tbe headquarters at Har- 
n’s Landing, the Army of the Potomay was or- 
dered to Jay aside their pickaxes and shovels, ell far- 
ther digging being suspended. 

—One day Inet week @ fellow got a pass at Nor 
folk to goto North Curolion. Some zealous officer 
watcbed bim, and in a few boure cangbt him muking 
for Richwond. He had 2,000 letters for Rebels, ‘for 
which be was to get 2 euch, Instead of being 
promptly ehot a#a py, he wae carefully lodged in 
juil. Our dispatch saya, This will atop the ave- 
nuo by which Jetters and papere have been pasced to 
and from Richmond.” We take the liberty of 
doubting this roee-colored corollary. 

Surgeon Willinms, jnst rolensed from Salie- 
bury, N.C., eaye that for several days after the 
late battles, Rebel troops were trausported Norto 
throngh Salisbury, at the rate of 1,000 adoy. They 
were from South Curoliva and Eastern Georgia. 
There were 11,000 more at Churlotteville, N. 
C., woiting transportation to Richmond; 30,000 
covecripts had been raiced in Tennessee, 
an equal umber in Georgia, avd a great many more 
in other Southern States, since the Richmond battles. 
Dr. Williaws thioke that the Rebels are massing 
an overwhelming fores in Virginia for the purpose 
of driving out the Union army. 


—Four handred and pinety-five wounded and re- 
leased prisoners from Richmond arrived at Harrison's 
Lunding on the 2th, leaving only 700 yet to come, 


— A correspondent writing from the camp at Har- 
rison’s Landing, James River, July 28, eaye: 
“ The steamer South America urrived here yeuter- 
day, with about 600 colored laborers under the 
charge of Mr. W. B, Cook. They were brought 
from Norfolk, Portsmouth, Portreea Mouree, and 
Nowport News. At the latter place, a equad of 25 
cavalry were sent with Mr. Cook’ to ecour the 
neighboring country und pick ap every eoatraband 
they coald ind. Their arrival iu camp yesterday 
created much smosemeot from their display of dress 
and the vatare of the bondles with wh ch every one 
of them was provided. There are about 450 eflective 
men mong them, the rest being women and chil- 
dren, beluvgiog to the party, We are just finding 
out that we buye ose for those men, und I am in- 
formed the South America returns to-day for suother 
cargo." 
—Col, Gregg, by order of Gon. MoClellan, with a 
squadron of the 8h Pennsylvania Cavalry and Com- 
puny K of the 6th Regulars, mado a, successfal re- 
connoissance of Malvern Hill the other day, Ho 
found ouly one reyiment of cavulry and one section 
ofartillenys rth whom be axchunged compliments 
‘Without deriots damayeto either sio6. Atvor BcoOm~ 
plishing the object sought the party retarned w 
camp, fetching in one Rebel officer as @ prisoaer. 
—There wus a report in Washington on Wednes- 
day lust tbat large numbera of Rebel troops were 
crossing the Jawes River, bound southward. Con- 
trabauds eaid the Rebels were evecasting Richmond. 
—Tho ramor is current in Norfolk that the Rebel 
rame bow being bhilt at Richmond are to ran the 
gauntlet of the Union flect in James River, captare 
the Minnesota and other vessels at Norfolk, aud take 
the city. The Seceesioniets in Norfolk are expected 
to rise and uesist jn the work. 


FROM THE ARMY OF THE SIISSISSTPPI, 

—A Memphis paper suya that White River is eafely 
navigable as fur as St. Charles, It ie eaid that Col. 
Fite bad a skirmish with a beavy guerrilla party on 
the 15th, in which 80 of the bavditti were killed and 
wounded, sfter which the gnerrillag retreated, Tho 
hanging of the hostages, and the stern eeverity of 
the Colonel have awed the ecoundrela into deceucy. 

—It is reported, in a dispatch from Pilot Knob, 
Mo., that the guerrillas who plundered Greenville 
bad been overtuken and whipped, sixteen prisonerw 
taken, and much of their plander recovered. 

—Woe have news of a Rebel raid at Florence, Ala, 
on the 22d alt. ‘They entered the city and burned 
all the warchonses used for our commissary and 
quartermaster stores, and all the cotton in the 
vicinity. ‘Thoy also ecized tho United States steamor 
Colonna, used for conveying army sapplies over the 
shoul, They took all the money belonging to tbe 
boat and puscengere, and then burned her. The prop- 
erty destroyed is reported to be of great value. A 
amall detachment of Geo, Mitchel’s urmy wae cap- 
tared. The Rebele then proceeded down the Ten- 
nessee River to Chickasaw, Waterloo, and the vic 
ty of Eustport, and burned all the warebouses which 
contained cotton. Anotber band of forty Rebels at- 
tucked a wagon train near Pittsborg Landing, and 
captured sixty wagons contaiuing commissary and 
quartermaster stores. 

~A digputob from Nashville, Tenn.; dated July 27, 
says: “Tue 10th Obio Regt. guarding the Memphis 
and Charleston Railroad between Decatur and 
Courtland, were attacked yesterday by « large force 
of guerrillas onder Sarna und Ward. Thirty or forty 
of the regiment are eaid to bave been killed 
The road was considerably damuyed, bus oot go 
much us to cut off communication, A largo Rebel 
force is reported to be neurTiscambia. Colonel 
Forrest is reported to be at Carthage, with the 
object, it is supposed, of making a descent on the 
Louisville Railroad. 

—The latest accounta from Chattanooga report that 
tho Rebel infautry has crossed the river in force, 
Their number is large, and three generals are in 
command. The Rebel cavulry is ueavy in Eust 
Tonvessec. It is stated to be 5,000 stroog. There 
are few provisions in Chattanooga, and the citizens 
are much distressed by forced contributions to eapply 
tho Robele, 

—Advices from Vicksburg to Sundsy night say 
that our niorturs bad been shelliog the Rebel bat- 
teries for several hours, bat fuiled to olicit any reply. 
Com. Farragut silenced all their guns while passing 
down we river on Suturlay evening. Tho cut-off 
canal is done, bot wator will not be let in till the 
river riges, 

—The casualties of all kinds in the army of the 
Western Department (late Halleck’s) since it weat 
into the field, are stated at 63,500, of which 40,000 
are charged to death and absence from’ sickness, and 
18,000 to various cuaualties by battle. 
—Major-General Sherman nesnmed command of 
Mempbis on the 2%. Fourhundred persons took the 
cath of allegiance, and one hundred and thirty re- 
coived parses to go South. 


—Jobn Rows, principal Oblef of the Charckee Na- 


tion, bas openly declared in favor of the Rebels, and 
will (ake us mach of the strength of the nation tothe 
nid of the Rebellion as be can command. 

—Arriyals from tho Soathern expedition st Leav- 
coworth report the Union troops near Fort Gibson, 
but that ti ey fonnd no evemy there, A third Indien 
regiment bad been formed from those lately joining 
the command. Brig.-Geg. Salomon, late Colonel of 
the 9tb Wisconein Regiwent, is now in cowmand. 


—A detacbiwent of tho Ist Missouri Cay alry, es 
cortiog a paymaster from Hurngonyille to Idepend- 
ence, encountered, near Pleasant Hill, a body of 
gnerrillas, supposed to bo portions of Quantrell’e, 
Zeogber's, and Hayes'sbande. A spirited skirmish en 
sued, iu which the Unionists lost nine killed and 
fifteen wounded, Six of Qunntrell's wen were 
killed, and five mortally wognded. The Leaven- 
worth Times says there wos o ramor that  paymus- 
ter was tnken and robbed of what cash he bad with 
bim, thongh that wes variously estimated at from 
$15,000 to $300,000. ; 

—Ex-Goy. Wm. B. Campbell bas accepted a Brig 
dier-Generalsbip, and takea command of the Union 
troops in Teouessec. Groat eatisfuction is manifested 
at thie arrangement, 


—A party of 22 guerrillas in Todd County were at- 
tacked, mistaken for Unionists, by avothor Rebel 
squad of 40, coming into Kentucky. The former 
whipped the latter, Of both parties, soven or oight 
were killed, and quite a number wounded. 

—The St. Louis Democrat states that the Rebel 
army is being recruited from Miesonri—that several 
mounted recruits recently went from tho vicinity of 
8t. Louis. 

—A dispatch from Leavenworth, July 27, eaya trust 
wortby advices from the South state that our forces 
found Fort Gibson abandoned by the Rebels. A re- 
connoissunce showed them to be posted, 5,000 strong, 
ander Gen, Cooper, on the eouth bank of the Arian 
ssa, atthe mouth of Grand River. Their force is 
composed of 500 Arkaneans, and 1,000 Texuns, with 
ton butteries of artillery, tho remainder being Indians. 

—Lieut, Chaveaux, with a company of State afili- 
tla, came upon e band of guerrillus, 200 strong, near 
Putten, Mo,, the otber day, whom he attacked and 
completely routed, killing and wounding a number 
and tekiog Capt. Patterson, their leader, prisoner. 
He also took ono other prisoner, Onur loss wus three 
wounded. 

—The Rebel Col. Bullitt recently raised 200 re- 
cruits in Owen County, Ky., for the marauding Gen. 
Morgan. 

—Co}. Guitar of the 9th Missouri Regiment, re- 
enforced by Lient.-Col. Shaffer and Mujor Clopper of 
Merrill's Horee, and Major Caldwell of the 3d Iowa 
Cavalry, 650 trong, was attacked ot Moore's Mills. 
near Fulton, Mo., on the 28th alt., by Porter and 
Cobb, 900 strong, and after fighting till ufter 4 
o'clock p. m., the Rebels were completely routed, 
with a logs of from 75 vo 100 killed aud wounded and 


one taken prisoner, Col. Goisar roporta a loan_of 45 
willed ama wounaed, He captured guns, ammuni- 


tion, baggage, &c., in profusion, Tho officers aud 
wen bovaved splendidly. Cobb ia reported killed. 
Col. G. was in pursuit of tho akedaddling Rebole at 
latest accounts. 

—Gen. Sberman, in command at Memphis, bas 
issued an order prohibiting apeculatora paying specie 
for the producta of the Rebel States, When 
Treasury votes aro refased, the parties refasing 
are to be arrested, and auch of their property 
ue is not nesded for the subsistence of their 
families will be seized and gold by the Govern- 
ment quartermaster. Speculators paying specie 
in contravention of thie order will bo arrested 
and sent North, and the property eo purcbaged will 
bo seized for the use of the Government. 

—A skirmish occurred at Bolivar, Teon., be 
our forces stationed there and a body of Rebe 
other day, and it is reported that our forces bi 
evacuated Grund Jnnetion, and that the place is now 
ocoupied by the Rebels. 


—The Robels have taken possesion of Humboldt, 
and now hold the Mobile and Ovio Railroad at that 
place, They haye torn up the track some ten or 
twelve miles. 

—A dispatch from Memphis to The Chicago Times 
saya: = 

“The Captain of the ganboat Tylor reports eight 
killed aud ststeen wounded on hn beat tt the late 
engngement with the Arkansas, He uccnees Lieut 
Hunter, commanding Queen of the Wear, of bebuy- 
ing iu a moet cowardly manver, buving made 00 
eflort whatever to briug his vessel Into action. The 
officers of the Lancaster eny that the Queen of the 
West wus the firet boat thut discovered the Arkun- 
eas, and that sbe ran for protection to the fleet with- 
cat firing # gun, in discbedienee of signsla to come 
totbe nid of the Carondelet while the latter was 
engaged ut close quurters with tbe Arkaneas.”” 

—We have accoants of a flerce fight with the guer- 
rillas near Memphis, Mo. It wus brought on by tbe en- 
emy, who were concealed in heavy brush and timber 
soross the roud, where they bad balted und chosen the 
ground for their fight. They were immediately at- 
tacked by Major Clopper, and afer a desperate con- 
flict were completely driven from the Geld, leavivg 
& large nuwber of their deud apd wounded ov the 
ground. The severity of the fight is well illustrated 
by the fact that five euceessive churges across the 
open ground, on the concealed enemy, were repalsed, 
and the sixth was successful, reeulting in a band-to- 
band stroggle, in which ove man of Merrill’s Horee 
was killed by @ blow with the stock of a musket 
across the back of the neck, breaking bis neck. Muj 
Clopper’s command was abont 400 strong, consisting 
of 300 of Merrill's Horse and 100 of the 11th Mirsvari 
State Militia, Our loss, 6 killed, 18 eoverely, aud 14 
slighty wounded. The guerrillas were 600 strong 
Their loss is not accnrately known, but 23 of their 
deud Lud been discovored on the field. 


—'‘We learn on good authority,” saya The Nash- 
ville Union, “that Gen. Neleon bas ordered 500 ne- 
Broes, belooging to Rebel musvera, to be sent 
to him, for the purpose of patting them to work 
for the beueflk of the army. We are not in- 
formed as to the work they will be required to do, 
but suppose they will be made to aid in rebuilding 
the bridges destroyed by the Rebels and to construct 
forvifications, Gen. Nelson bas given etrict or- 
ders, we learn, that no loyal man's elaves shall be 
taken, and the same rule would, of course, be ob- 
served here. This is the policy, Weaken the enemy, 
while yoo strengthen youreelf, and make his re 
sources serve your own necessitics."” 

—We sve it stated that a conspiracy to hand the 
City of St Louis over to the Rebele bas been 
recently discovered. The plan is to assemble « 
number of the boldest bushwhackers in the vicinity 
of the city, where they will arrive as peaceful trav-

The people 
became so exasperated that the places were made 
uncomfortable for the Secession members, whofinally 
resigned. Gen. Wool will no doubt order anew 
election eoon, when we ehall have a loyal Council. 
—On the 23d ult,, five buildings used in the mapufac~ 
ture of gunpowder at Hazurdville, Conn, were de- 
stroyed by an explosion. Seven of the workmen aud 
one teamaster were instantly killed. “Severe damage 
was done to the buildings in the village by the tre- 
mendous jar. The explosion was feltover a distance of 
40milee, The pecun'ary loss is perbaps short of $10,- 
000. Tt wes aid that abont 10 tunsof powder exploded 
In all tho mills, No boildiug within a mile escaped 
the effect. Some were thrown down, some un- 
roofed, come lost all their doors and windowe, and 
fa board ing-house chimney was swashed by a dying 
timbor.

Congroes, at its extra session, paseed a bill, 
on the 6th of August, 1861, preseribing that 
such slaves of Rebels as shall ba used in bel- 
ligerent operations against the forces of the 
United States sbould thereupon be free, The 
President signed this bill, and it thus became 
a law. 

Gen, Fremont, then in command ot the de- 
partwent of the Mississippi, on the 31st f 
August, 1861, issued a Proclawation, in W 
ho thua dealt with the property of Rebels 

Tho property, real and personal, of all:persons in the Stat 
of Missouri who shall take op arms agalust tbe United States, 
end who shall be directly proven to havo taken: active pact 
with tbeir enermies fn the feld, {x declarod to be confiscated to 
the publlo uso; and their slaces, {f any they have, are hereby 
declared free, 

The President annulled this order, because 
not in accordance with the act of Congrese. 
Here is the document:

Your obadient servant, A. LINCOLN. 
So Gen. Hunter's Military Order, proclaim- 
ing freedom to the elayes in his Department, 
was in like manner annulled by the President. 

Congress at its lote or first regular Session 
possed an act which provides that 
“all slaves of persoun who voll hereaftor bilongege’ Lerebel- 
lion aguinet the Government of the United’ Siates, or who 
shall in any way give ald or comfort thereto, excaping from 
sch person, and taking refuge within the lines of the army, 
and all slaves captured from euch pervens, or deserted by them 
‘and coming under the control of the Government of the United 
States; aod all elaven of soch persona found or being within 
any place oceopicd by Rebel forces, and efterward occupled 
by tho forces of the United States, shall bo deemed captives of 
war, uod shall bo forever froo of their servitude, and not again 
held os elaves,"" and that ‘the Proaident of the United States 
4s cutborized to employ os many persona of African descent as 
be moy doem necactary and proper for the snppression of this 
rebellion, aud for this purpose be may organize end use them 
in such menner as he may jadge best for the publio welfare.” 

It is further provided, by this most righteous 
and neceseary act, that 
‘no slave escapiug ite any ‘Ststo, Territory, or the District 
of Colambis, from eny otber State, oball bo delivered up, orin 
any way impeded or hindered of hia Mborty, except for erime, 
or tomo offence ogainat the laws, unless the pereon clalming 
said fogitive shall firet make osth thst the person to whom tbe 
labor or service of such fugitive is alleged to bo due, ie bis 
layrful owner, and bas not borue arma egatact the United 
2 {x the present rebellion, nor ip any way given ald and 
fort thereto; and no person engaged in the milltsry or

Mantis Van Buns, the eighth President of the 
United Siates, was born at Kinderhook, Dee. 5, 17 
war dexended from an ancient Dutch fami 
estora on both sides having beco among the 
early emigrants from Holland to the colony of the 
Now Nethorlauds, His father wus a farmer ia mod 
erate cireamstances, and unable to give bis sou the 
advantages of education, except to a very limited 
extent. After neqniring tho common rudiments of 
learning, Murtin becurce n student in the Kinderhook 
Academy, which he left ut tho ago of fonrteen, in 
order to commence tho study of law. For this par 
pose, he entored the offico of a lawyer in his native 
village, and soon attracted attention by bis aptness 
for extemporancous apexking and literary compoai- 
tio, and his keen yatorest in public umairs, Even at 
thie early"pericd, be was frequently employed in me 
Manxgement of cases before a Justice of the Ponce, 
and it was not long before be became an ardent aud 
active politician of the Democrutic party. When 
only in hie eighteenth yeur, and befora completing 
bis legal siudies,bs was appointed a Dele 
Convention for nominating a caudidule for the Legie~ 
lature, Such marks of the confidence of bis political 
friends were not uncommon while be was yet under 
one-and-twenty years of nye, The lust year of bia 
professional etudice waa epcnt, in the City of New- 
York, in this office of Mr, William P. Van Ness, a 
distinguished member of the bar, and famous for bis 
intimate friepdship.with Aaron Burr, at’ that time 
Vice-President of the United States. 

Mr, Van Bureo sus thus introduced to the acquaint: 
ance of Col. Barr, nud at once became a favorite 
with tbut wilf and uneeropnlous politician, by whom 
bo wus initiated into the eyetem of party tactics of 
Which’ he wus a couspicuous aud succesful repre- 
sentative iv eubsequeat life. 

In Novewber, 1803, Mr. Van Baron was admitted 
to the bar, und immediately commenced the practice 
of-bis profession in the village of Kinderhook. In 
1807 be wus udmilted asa counselor in the Supreme 
Conrt, and in 1303 wes appointed Surrogate of Co- 
Jambia County, soon after which be removed to the 
City of Hndeon, where ho resided for the next seven 
years. In 1815 he was appointed Attorney-General 
of the State, at which time be bad attaiced an emi- 
neot rapk in the profeesion and a large aud lucrative 
practice. 

Mr. Van Buren wes married in 1806 to Miss Hoes, 
a distant relative of the family, who died twelve 
years after of conenmption, leaving four sons; since 
which time be remnined u widower. 

Iu 1812, Bir. Van Buren wus for the frst time the 
candidate for an office ia the gift of the people, 
having been nominated as Semitor from the counties 
then comprising the middle district of the State. Ho 
was elected over bis opponent, Mr, Edward P. Liv- 
iovaton, by a mujority of avout 200. in an 
20,000 votes, ufter a sharp and violent contest, After

In Febroary, 1821, Mr. Van Bareu wus elected to 
the Senate of the United States, and during the same 
yeur, was chosen a -member of the Convention to 
revise the Constitation of the State of New-York, In 
this Convention, be took an active and prominent 
part.

OPPRESSION IN TEXAS BY SLAVE PROPAGA! 
IsTS. 
As log ago ss lost December Anthony M. Ig- 
powitty of San Antonio, ou bebalf of bimself and 
of thousands of other loyal citizous of Texas, chiefly 
of German origin, preeented a memorial to Congress 
praying. for the military occupation of Texas with 
a view to tbe protection of loyal citizens, 

‘This memorial sets forth that he and thousands of 
others had eettled in Texos with the assurance and 
expectation that ic would be. made a Free State, but 
that they had becn opprossed by fhe propugators of 
negro Slavery, who hod finally precipituted the 
Siate into the Rebellion, The memorial urges tho 
adoption of a plan for the epocdy reconqaest of 
Texas, the deliverunco of ite loyal citizens, from 
despotic bondage, and the conversion of tle State 
sto a Fre State. 

In conjunction with av expedition it reconinienda 
the adoption of a wise und equitable measnre of ne- 
gro emancipation, adembllyiog Joyal men, aod 
confiscating all property of Rebels. Aud seta forth in 
glowing terms tho importance on grounds both of 
political economy and moruls of this project. This 
memorial was referred to tho Military Committes, 
and it was eabeeqnently laid before Gen, McClellan, 
who then being General-in-Chiof of the armics, dis- 
approved of it.

lieve. For various rexsons of convenience and ad- 
vunlags, many of them give their assent to the pop- 
ular relivion; but thoindilleronce with which they 
do so chowa bow little fit they have in it, Bat ure 
vot clergymen ulso trained to exuct evidence? How 
cau it be eaid that thoy ure when they disponee with 
evidence in tbeir promiees, Jay their founastious in 
aesuuuptious, aud make mirisles their proofa? I 
add that the ecclesiusticul theories, being more thun 
other ful-e theories the product of a wild imepina- 
tion, canuot fail co suffer peculiarly from the study of
